'VIEW FROM THE PEAK" 
by George Hinds, N8CIX 


Mid-May saw the wife and I ride off 

("Northwest - EXPO 86, particularly "STEAM 
EXPO 86", was our goal. Since EXPO is 
devoted to communications and transpor- 
tation, both themes in which I have more 
than a casual interest, you can under- 
stand how I had set my sights for Vancou- 
ver, BC, for the past many months. 


Maybe those of you active on HF have 
already worked the EXPO official amateur 
radio station - VE7EXPO (that's right, a 
four-letter suffix call!) If so, you 
should get a QSL card to verify the con- 
tact. Let me tell you, friend, that is 
some station - a ham's dream... 


It is a complete ICOM station: among 
the rigs I spotted were 2, 220 and 440; 
two HF transceivers, 2HF receivers, a 
1.2 GHz rig, a packet station, a satel- 
lite station, a SSTV station and, last 
but not least, RTTY. There were a couple 
of computers on board, too. All of this 
ina beautiful, custom-crafted, multi- 
operator panel set up inside CANADA PLACE 

at the north EXPO grounds on Burrard 
Inlet, right in the heart of downtown 
Vancouver. Hidden way up high in the 
"sails" of the building (you've no doubt 
seen pictures - it looks somewhat like a 
sailing ship when viewed over the horizon 
of the city) is the amateur antenna farm. 
With a location like this, amateur radio 
will be viewed by millions by the time 
EXPO ends in October 86. 


Several of the folks I talked with 
enroute driving through Oregon and 
Washington were quick to tell me that the 
hams in British Columbia, when they take 
on a project, spare no effort to make it 
an outstanding success. After seeing 
their station, and realizing the dedica— 
tion it has taken, and will continue to 
take, to keep it operating from opening 
day (May 2, 1986) to the final closing 
(October 13, 1986) one must compliment 
their dedication to the cause of promot— 
ing amateur radio. 


On VHF-UHF, they used the VE7RPT 
(repeaters on 2, 220 and 440 mHz. The 2 
meter and 440 repeaters were linked, with 
the 2 meter input having priority to 
favor the visitors (who would more likely 
be on 2 than on UHF) and so could easily 


break in and get assistance even though 
EXPO-related stations are using the sys— 
tem through the 440 input. 


If you plan to visit EXPO, be sure 
to take along a rig of your choice - 
you'll find plenty of opportunity to talk 
to the folks around the area, for they 
must be some of the friendliest ham ope- 
rators on this continent, If you're 
mobile and need directions, they'll drive 
out and meet you to help. 


Well, maybe you want to know some- 
thing about EXPO (and STEAM EXPO, too). 
The parade of steam locomotives on the 
23rd of May was a true extravangaza: 
about 20, engines, all under their own 
power, dating back to a replica of the 
earliest JOHN BULL from England, up to 
the ROYAL HUDSON of more recent times 
(that now regularly powers the daily 
tourist trips out of North Vancouver). 
Their running display route took them 
over about 5 miles of track into the 
heart of the city in front of CANADA 
PLACE on the waterfront. Spectators in 
the tens of thousands lined the tracks, 
hung out of office building windows, and 
leaned over the ramparts of building 
roofs, to get pictures of the proud old 
steamers whistling and puffing their way 
to the waterfront and return to the EXPO 
grounds display site at the Canadian 
National RR yard outside the east gate of 
the fair. 


As to EXPO itself — in my opinion, 
it's a grand, exciting world exposition, 
About 54 nations are represented in some 
manner on the grounds; you can walk 
about, or ride monorails, cable cars high 
in the sky, ferryboats on False Creek, or 
rent electric carts available for the 
handicapped. The second EXPO site at 
CANADA PLACE is about 3 miles from the 
main site on False Creek, so free rides 
on the new ALRT Vancouver rapid transit 
are provided to EXPO visitors to get back 
and forth, 


Security personnel are everywhere, 
uniformed for easy recognition and all 
carrying walkie-talkies - some are on 
UHF, others on VHF, None that are visi- 
ble were armed, except for the regular 
Vancouver Police Department staff on 
duty. Members of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police are on hand to put on a 
daily show of horsemanship - dressed in 


the traditional flaming red tunics that 
we all remember from movies in days gone 
by. 


Because EXPO is proving to be such a 
stunning success, drawing crowds beyond 
all expectations, be prepared to stand in 
line often. This is a show that will be 
remembered for years as having one smash 
hit exhibit after another (one not to be 
missed is the Canadian National Railway 
3-D IMAX theatre at CANADA PLACE - a 
first ever for this type of film presen- 
tation - where you will put on glasses 
and, as the screen comes alive, reach out 
and almost touch the trees, the canoes, 
the trains, planes and ships and their 
occupants as the history of Canadian 
communications and transportation is 
briefly (all too briefly, I found) pre- 
sented in a visual spectacular billed as 
one of the most popular exhibits). 


Each week at EXPO features a differ- 
ent theme: in additon to railroads, 
there is an aviation week (with a fly- 
over of about 50 DC-3's!), a trucking 
week, a boating week, a space week, and 
on and on. Something for everyone. All 
about the grounds, each day and night, 
free entertainment is provided by bands, 
dancers, magicians, Indian artists, etc., 
etc. If you decide to go, wear comforta— 
ble clothes, travel light, have plenty of 
film (or video tape), be prepared to see 
many people from many countries talking 
many languages. Thought: If it's so 
easy for folks from Russia, China, the 
United States and so many other countries 
to meet amicably in Vancouver, isn't 
there a possibility their nations could 
exist in friendship away from Vancouver? 


We found motel space available if 
one did not wait until afternoon upon 
arrival (though we did have advance res- 
ervations). There are more than 100 food 
establishments on the grounds, most of 
them representative of the nations par- 
ticipating in EXPO, so you gourmet diners 
can try out dishes from around the world. 
(The favorable dollar exchange rate is a 
boon, too; it makes the somewhat higher 
than usual prices more reasonable to 
American visitors.) Our mistake was 
planning for a 3 day EXPO visit; we were 
able only to see about one-fourth of the 
major exhibits. Seven to ten days should 
allow you to see almost everything. We 
may go back again; it's that good... 


Vancouver, reputedly one of the 
three most beautiful cities in the world, 
is always worth a visit. They are far 
advanced in planning for a "brown cloud~ 
free environment." I was told no freeway 
type highway is permitted into the city 
proper - all exits and entrances from the 
Trans-Canada Highway go into the fringe 
areas and traffic is dispersed into city 
streets that seem to be able to handle 
the flow quite adequately. They have not 
found it necessary to destroy miles of 
businesses and homes to create "Inter- 
states" with the problems such highways 
bring to cities and taxpayers. Moreover, 
public transit travel is encouraged and 
widely used to reduce traffic and pollu- 
tion in the city (the new ALRT rapid 
transit, totally automated with no driver 
or ticket-takers aboard the trains, is a 
pleasure to ride and also offers a great 
view of the city from its place above the 
streets until plunging underground for 
the final mile or so into the heart of 
downtown. ) 


Well, that's it for now. If I've 
whetted your appetite to go northwest yet 
this summer, that's good. If you go, be 
sure to visit the hams at VE7EXPO in 
CANADA PLACE ~ they welcome visitors, and 
especially amateurs, from the world -- at 
EXPO 86. 73, George N8CIX/P 


POSTSCRIPT: 

Now, how about operating your rig 
when in Canada? Nothing to it ~ recipro- 
cal privileges exist between our 
countries, so your U.S. license covers 
you in Canada for amateur radio, However 
this is not so for CB; a permit is re— 
quired from the DOC for that purpose. 


If you drive there, carry your 
drivers license, the vehicle registration 
and the special yellow insurance card you 
can obtain from your auto insurer that 
must be carried while in Canada, 


You should carry proof of your U.S. 
citizenship, especially so for re-entry 
to the U.S. Handguns may not be carried 
into Canada. Seat belts must be worn by 
drivers and all passengers, Radar detec- 
tors are prohibited in many provinces. In 
conclusion, remember that Canada uses the) 
metric system, so the roadside speed sign 
that says "90" is not milesperhour!

After nearly three years in orbit, A0-10 
has suffered a serious malfunction. The 
Integrated Housekeeping © Unit (IHU) 
experienced a memory malfunction Saturday, 
17 May. = The THU @ computer that 
mediates overall spacecraft operation 
under software control. Now, diagnosis of 
the specifics of the aalfunction has begun 
according to Command Station Ian Ashley, 
ZL1AOx. 

According to Ian, a memory test routine 
was loaded into the IHU on June ist at 
22130 UTC. During the next 2 days the 
addresses of the faulty cells were dumped. 
It required an unusually long period to 
dump the addr of the faulty cells, It 
now appears all- even addresses indicate an 
error. 

This indicatioy 
general hypoth 
induced memory fault is to blane. 


is inconsistent with the 
s that a radiation- 
The 


result of the initial dump indicating all 
even addresses in error is thus being 
attributed to a "stuck" bit in the error 
correcting matrix rather than a 
generalized, catastrophic memory failure.

Karl 
Meinzer, DJ4ZC, is now studying this 
preliain finding, Further details of 
his analysis may be available the week of 
8 June.

little continuity tester (Radio Shack part 
number 277-1014). Since it was on sale for 
some ridiculously low price (under a 
dollar), I decided to take it home to 
what I could do with it. The full price 
was only $1.95, so it won't dent your 
wallet very much if you don't happen to 
find it on sale. When I got home and 
opened it up, 1 discovered a little piezo 
element and a two-transistor drive 
circuit. I put in a nine volt battery and 
voila, it made a great little beeping 
sound. Thinking that it could be turned 
into a code practice oscillator, I set out 
to modify it just a bit. Unfortunately, a 
long series of beeps doesn’t make for very 
good CW. After a little experimentation, I 
found that all I needed to do was to 
remove the electrolytic capacitor that w; 
part of the time constant for the b 
and replace it with a 33k ohm 
This is the only electrolytic so it is 
asy to find. That change gave me a nice 
loud continuous tone, [t is probobly 
possible to change the tane by varying the 
value of that resistor, or one of the 
others in the circuit, but I quit when I 
got it to that point. I am a firm believer 
that if it works, don’t mess with it. 

$0 there you have it, a cheap little 
CPO to give to a friend who is trying to 
get a Novice license or upgrade or 
whatever. If you are as cheap as I am, you 
can get a free battery each month to go 
with it, No, I don’t work for the Shack! 
Also, you can still use it as a continuity 
tester if you like to test continuities!
